London, May 6.—Rt, Hon. Anthony Eden, Foreign 
Secretary, told a crowded House of Commons today the 
League of Nations "must go on," but at the same time 
he said tyere must be a “stock-taking" by the League on 
the basis of the lessons learned in the failure of the League 
to halt the Italo-Ethiopian war.

A RUSSIAN STUDENT RECENTLY 

wrote to the manager of a Moscow department 
afore aa followi: “When will thia mockery of con¬ 
sumers cease) Every day forx'week F have un¬ 
successfully tried to buy a pair of trousers. Either 
there are no trousers of the right size, or prices are 
beyond my means." 

The Soviet Government’s paper Izvestk published 
the student's lament and beside it. with a certain 
fierce humor, a statement by Sidney Webb (Lord 
Pasafield). the British Socialist “Who in 1917. 
or even m 1925.” asks Webb, “would have believed 
that k 1936 the Soviet Union would be able to 
mpply ita entire population with the needed consum¬ 
ers' goods and articles of clothing)” The case of 
the trouserless student is Izvestk's answer to Webb. 

This, of course, it only a little humorous side¬ 
light on one of man's most profound revolutions. 
The French Revolution, too, had its sans culottes, 
ill men without breeches, who were troublesome but 
eventually were clothed. Izvestia, with a telf-cnricism 
peculiar to the Soviet Government, ragea against the 
Second Five Year Plan's deficiency m trousers, but 
no doubt this shortage will be supplied m time and 
there will be trousers for all. 

The more significant fact is that the state is 
fixing the price of clothing so high that the available 
-•apply will go to the highast-paid worker* because 
they are presumed to be the most valuable to society. 
As The Christian Science Monitor's Moscow cor¬ 
respondent points out, "the average worker, receiving 
190 ruble* ($82 per month) will not attempt to 
buy men's suits at 100 rubles each, the mmumira 
price.”

•up special sections in stores where they alone may 
buy.
